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ROBERT  ALLYN,  LL.D. 

1874-18^2 

Dr.  Robert  Allyn,  the  first  president  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University, 
was  a  New  Englander.  He  was  born  in  Connecticut,  January  25,  1817.  He  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  and  in  the  academies  and  colleges  of  that  time.  His 
home  life  was  a  large  factor  in  his  early  training.  He  was  a  great  lover  of  good  books. 
He  was  graduated  from  Wesleyan  University,  Middletown,  Connecticut,  in  1841,  an 
honor  student  in  the  classical  course. 

Dr.  Allyn  taught  in  the  public  schools  and  in  the  academies  and  was  six  years 
principal  of  an  academy  in  Rhode  Island,  later  serving  two  terms  in  the  legislature  of 
that  state,  and  as  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  two  terms.  It  was  in 
those  years  that  he  became  a  co-worker  with  Horace  Mann,  Henry  Barnard,  Louis 
Agassiz,  and  other  New  England  educators. 

In  1857,  Dr.  Allyn  came  into  Ohio,  where  he  taught  in  two  or  more  colleges. 
In  1863  he  was  elected  president  of  McKendree  College,  a  Methodist  institution  at 
Lebanon,  Illinois.  Here  he  labored  for  eleven  years,  teaching  and  preaching.  In  1874 
he  was  chosen  president  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University,  which  was  opened 
that  year.  The  school  was  not  verv  generally  patronized  in  the  early  years,  and  in 
1883,  November  27,  the  beautiful  new  building  was  burned  to  the  ground.  Many 
thought  this  was  the  end  of  the  school  in  Carbondale,  but  a  new  building  was  erected 
and  the  school  moved  on  with  renewed  vigor.  Dr.  Allyn  built  up  a  new  library,  new 
laboratories,  and  added  works  of  art ;  the  attendance  increased  and  the  faculty  grew 
in  numbers. 

In  1892,  Dr.  Allyn  resigned  the  presidency,  having  been  engaged  in  active 
school  work  for  fifty-four  years.  He  was  greatly  beloved  by  all  who  were  associated 
with  him  as  faculty  or  as  students.  He  was  a  lover  of  nature  and  planted  and  nurtured 
the  beautiful  forest  trees  which  now  adorn  our  campus.  The  home  of  the  Training 
School  was  named  in  his  honor,  the  Allvn  Building. 
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JOHN  HULL,  A.M. 

1892-1893 

Professor  John  Hull  was  the  second  president  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal 
University.  He  was  horn  near  Salem,  Illinois,  Fehruary  b,  1839.  He  taught  his  first 
school  in  a  log  school  house  with  "puncheon  benches."  In  1860  he  entered  the  State- 
Normal  at  Normal,  Illinois,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  18t>3.  For  three  years 
he  taught  Mathematics  in  the  school  from  which  he  hail  just  graduated.  He  then 
became  superintendent  of  the  city  schools  of  Bloomington,  Illinois,  and  was  County 
Superintendent  of  McLain  County  from  1869  to  1875. 

In  the  summer  of  1875  he  was  elected  to  the  position  of  teacher  of  Mathematics 
in  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University.  His  ability  as  a  teacher  and  as  a  student 
of  educational  problems  was  recognized  by  all  who  knew  him  at  that  time.  He  had 
founded  the  "Illinois  School-master,"  had  written  for  educational  journals,  and  was 
much  sought  after  as  an  institute  instructor.  Without  disparagement  to  other  teachers 
in  the  faculty  it  may  he  truthfully  said  that  Professor  Hull  was  a  real  normal  school 
man. 

After  serving  in  the  mathematics  department  for  a  few  vears.  he  was  given  charge 
of  the  training  work.  This  department  had  not  been  popular,  but  Professor  Hull  soon 
put  new  life  into  the  work  and  it  soon  came  to  be  well  patronized  by  the  parents  of  the 
town.  In  addition  to  his  oversight  of  the  training  school.  Professor  Hull  taught  the 
classes  in  pedagogy  and  psychology. 

When  Dr.  Allyn  resigned  the  presidency  in  1892,  the  position  was  given  to  Pro- 
fessor Hull.  During  the  school  year  of  1892-3,  the  school  was  preparing  an  exhibit 
for  the  world's  fair  to  be  held  in  Chicago  in  1893.  President  Hull  gave  much  atten- 
tion to  the  preparation  of  this  exhibit. 

Professor  Hull  served  but  one  year  as  a  president,  resigning  in  June  1893.  He 
was  afterwards  president  of  the  normal  school  at  River  Falls,  Wisconsin. 
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HARVEY  W.   EVEREST,  LL.D. 

180)3-1897 

The  third  president  of  the  S.  I.  N.  U.  was  Dr.  Everest,  a  man  of  wide  educational 
experience.  He  was  born  in  New  York  state,  May  10,  1831.  His  preparation  for 
college  was  made  in  the  academies  of  northern  Ohio.  In  one  of  these  schools,  Geauga 
Seminary,  Dr.  Everest  and  James  A.  Garfield  were  schoolmates.  Dr.  Everest  attended 
Hiram  College  in  Ohio,  and  Bethany  College  in  West  Virginia.  He  later  graduated 
from  Oberlin,  Ohio. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War,  Mr.  Garfield,  who  was  president  of  Hiram 
College,  resigned  his  position  and  volunteered  for  military  service.  He  rose  to  the 
position  of  Brigadier  General.  Dr.  Everest  succeeded  Mr.  Garfield  as  president  (it 
Hiram  College. 

Dr.  Everest  remained  at  Hiram  four  years  and  came  from  there  to  Eureka  Col- 
lege, this  state,  in  1865.  He  was  president  of  Eureka  for  thirteen  years.  He  held  some 
important  pastorates  in  Illinois  in  the  Christian  church.  In  1879  he  became  professor 
in  Kentucky  University,  and  from  there  went  to  the  presidency  (if  Butler  University, 
Indianapolis. 

Dr.  Everest  was  called  to  the  presidency  of  Garfield  University,  Wichita,  Kansas. 
This  was  a  flourishing  new  school  founded  with  eastern  capital.  The  school  failed  in 
the  early  nineties,  and  Dr.  Everest  took  the  pastorate  of  a  large  church  in  Hutchinson, 
Kansas.  From  this  position  he  came  to  the  S.  I.  N.  U.  He  was  in  charge  of  this 
school  four  years.  It  grew  in  numbers  and  popularity.  Dr.  Everest  was  a  very 
polished  public  speaker  and  he  was  greatly  in  demand  in  the  larger  towns  in  southern 
Illinois.  Dr.  Everest  resigned  in  1897  and  became  a  teacher  in  Drake  LTniversity, 
Des  Moines,  Iowa. 
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DANIEL  B.  PARKINSON,  Ph.  D. 
1897-1913 

Dr.  D.  B.  Parkinson  was  the  fourth  president  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal 
I'niversity.  His  birthplace  and  date  were  Highland,  Illinois,  September,  IS,  1845. 
He  was  a  typical  farmer's  son.  At  eighteen  he  entered  McKendree  College.  He 
worked,  and  taught  in  the  public  schools  to  pay  his  way  through  college.  Dr.  Allyn 
and  Dr.  Parkinson  were  warm  friends. 

Following  his  graduation  from  college  in  i 80S.  he  was  elected  to  the  principal- 
ship  of  the  Carmi  public  schools.  While  teaching  he  pursued  his  studies  in  his 
chosen  field  of  science.  From  Carmi  he  was  called  to  the  position  of  science  teacher 
in  Jennings  Seminary,  Aurora,  Illinois.  While  teaching  here  he  felt  the  need  of 
better  preparation  as  a  teacher  of  science.  After  three  years  at  Jennings  Seminar) 
he  entered  Northwestern  University,  where  he  continued  his  studies  in  physics  and 
chemistry. 

When    Dr.    Allyn  was   chosen    as   the   first    president,    he    remembered    his   young 

friend    Parkinson   back  in    McKendree,   and   he   invited   the   young  scientist   to   become 

a  member   of   the   first  faculty.      Here   he    remained    "in    the    harness"    to    the   day   of 
his  death. 

Dr.  Parkinson  was  a  devoted  church  worker,  and  during  the  \ears  of  his  labor 
as  a  teacher  in  S.  1.  N.  L  .,  he  was  a  warm  friend  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association.  He  was  often  a  delegate  of  this  organization  to  state  and  national  con- 
ventions. 

In  1897  when  Dr.  Everest  resigned  the  presidency,  the  board  of  trustees  selected 
Dr.  Parkinson  as  his  successor.  He  was  quite  familiar  with  the  established  policies 
of  the  school  and  he  had  the  confidence  of  the  faculty  and  the  student-body.  He 
was  a  man  of  general  culture  and  had  traveled  extensively  within  our  own  country. 
Dr.  Parkinson  was  very  loyal  to  the  meetings  of  the  local,  state,  and  national  edu- 
cational organizations,  and  while  in  no  sense  an  orator,  he  spoke  with  ease  and  con- 
viction  on   subjects   brought    forward    for   discussion. 

After  his  resignation  as  president  in  1913,  he  was  made  President  Emeritus  of 
the  S.  I.  N.  U. 
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H.  W.  SHRTOCK,  PK  B. 

1913— 

President  Shryock's  administration  began  in  the  summer  of  L913.  He  is  thus 
serving  his  fifteenth  year  as  President  of  the  Southern  Illinois  State  Normal  University. 

In  lu's  inaugural  address,  President  Shryock  expressed  his  conception  of  tin- 
aim  of  the  school  by  eloquent  allusion  to  the  three  state  institutions  located  in  Southern 
Illinois, — two  of  them,  in  the  language  of  Hawthorne,  King  like  black  scars  upon 
the  landscape,  the  abodes  of  those  unfortunates  who  have  not  learned  to  live;  the 
third,  our  own  institution,  the  one  place  in  which  young  men  and  women  are  trained 
to  go  out  and  teach  others  the  art  of  successful  and  happy  living.  In  accordance 
with  this  preconceived  purpose,  he  at  once  began  the  aggressive  program,  which  has 
never  flagged,  looking  to  the  popularization  of  the  school  whereby  it  might  grow  in 
size,  and  to  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  school  whereby  it  could  better  realize  it-- 
mission.      The  success  of   this   program   can    be   told   statistically. 

In  the  fifteen  years  since  President  Shryock  took  charge,  the  enrollment  has 
more  than  trebled,  despite  the  growing  stringency  of  admission  requirements.  The 
size  of  the  graduating  class  has  been  multiplied  by  ten,  despite  the  extended  require- 
ments for  graduation,  and  the  separate  count  of  graduates  from  the  high  school  de- 
partment. The  faculty  has  increased  from  thirty-six  to  seventy-five.  The  num- 
ber of  buildings  has  grown  from  four  to  nine,  the  buildings  added  being 
Anthony  Hall,  the  Power  Plant,  the  Auditorium,  the  Gymnasium,  and  the  Chemistry 
and  Manual  Arts  Building  for  which  appropriation  has  been  secured.  The 
plant  as  a  whole,  inclusive  of  buildings,  grounds,  equipment,  and  state  farm, 
represents  a  present-day  valuation  of  approximated  $2,000,000.  The  annual  current 
expense  for  the  operation  of  this  plant  has  risen  to  $300,000  a  year.  If  we  were  on 
an  endowment  basis,  an  endowment  of  $8,000,000  invested  at  5',  interest  would 
be  required  to  create  and  maintain  our  institution  at  its  present  state  of  development. 

The  school  has  grown  not  merely  in  size  hut  in  quality.  Only  graduates  of 
four-year  high  schools  are  admitted  to  college  classes.  Onlv  those  who  have  completed 
two  years  of  college  work  beyond  the  high  school  are  graduated  from  the  Junior 
College  with  a  first-grade  certificate,  and  only  those  who  have  completed  four  years 
beyond  the  high  school  are  graduated  from  the  Senior  College  and  given  the  bac- 
calaureate degree  and  a  high  school  certificate.  Our  curriculum  is  so  standardized 
that  any  year  is  practically  interchangeable  with  the  corresponding  year  in  any  stand- 
ard college  or  university,  and  graduates  from  our  four-year  course  are  admitted  to 
the  graduate  school  at  Illinois  and  other  universities  and  are  eligible  to  teach  in  any 
high  school  in  the  North  Central  Association. 

In  a  word,  the  fifteen-year  period  of  President  Shryock's  administration  has 
seen  our  school  transformed  from  a  normal  school  to  a  teachers'  college,  greath 
augmented  in  size  and  greatly  enhanced  in  worth  and  prestige.  President  Shryock 
has  the  rare  felicity  of  having  made  his  school  simultaneously  bigger  and  better.

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In  the  death  of  Professor  Samuel  E.  Harwood  on  September  15, 
1927,  S.  I.  N.  Q.  suffered  the  loss  of  one  of  its  most  highly  valued 
friends.  The  career  of  Mr.  Harwood  was  interesting  and  varied.  Dur- 
ing his  youth  his  experiences  were  those  of  a  boy  in  a  southern  state 
where  slavery  was  a  flourishing  institution.  He  often  told  a  storj  of 
how,  during  a  battle  in  his  village,  he  and  some  other  boys  climbed  upon 
a  shed,  from  which  they  safely  followed  the  progress  of  the  battle  for 
an  hour  or  more. 

After  the  war,  the  famih  settled  two  miles  northwest  of  Carbon- 
dale.  At  the  age  of  twenty  years,  Professor  Harwood  entered  the  South- 
ern Illinois  College,  which  was  located  where  the  Lincoln  school  now 
stands.  He  then  taught  school  a  few  years,  after  which  he  entered 
the  University  of  Indiana  at  Bloomington,  graduating  in  1 S 7fc>.  After 
teaching  for  twelve  years  longer  he  was  graduated  in  1892  from  Indiana 
University  with  the  Master  of  Arts  degree.  In  1893  he  was  graduated 
from  Indiana  Normal  School  at  Terre  Haute. 

In  the  summer  of  the  same  year  he  was  elected  to  the  department 
of  Alathematics  in  the  Normal  here.  Later  he  became  Superintendent 
of  the  training  department. 

Few  men  have  come  into  the  faculty  of  the  Teacher's  College  with 
better  preparation  than  did  Professor  Harwood.  He  had  received  his 
degree  from  Indiana  University  and  had  spent  a  year  in  the  study  of 
Education  in  a  State  Normal  school.  He  had  also  taught  more  than 
a  dozen  years  in  the  various  grades  of  public  school  systems. 

Professor  Harwood  was  never  a  man  of  leisure;  he  was  always  an 
industrious  student.  He  enjoyed  discussing  educational  subjects  with 
his  co-workers.  He  was  also  familiar  with  the  best  in  literature,  of 
which  many  volumes  were  to  be  found  in  his  private  library. 

Professor  Harwood  was  the  soul  of  courtesy.  He  was  always  con- 
siderate of  those  who  stood  in  need  of  consideration.  Probably  his  most 
outstanding  characteristic  was  his  abounding  unselfishness. 

Those  who  knew  Professor  Harvvood's  inner  life  will  recall  that 
he  was  a  lover  of  children.  He  was  constantly  doing  and  saying  things 
that  would  bring  pleasure  into  the  lives  of  children  who  otherwise  might 
have  had  but  tew  happy  moments. 

The  friends  of  Professor  Harwood  are  confident  that  the  example 
of  his  ideals  will  encourage  many  other  persons  to  follow  his  great  work.

The  Egyptian 


The  first  school  publication  to  be  attempted  at  the  S.  I.  X.  U.  was  called  the 
"Normal  Gazette".  It  was  published  during  two  years — 1888  and  1889.  Between 
that  time  and  1916  there  was  no  regularly  printed  college  paper,  but  from  1016  to 
1921  a  periodical  called  "The  Egyptian"  was  issued  monthly.  In  1921  the  Egyptian 
became  a  weekly  and  has  since  been  printed  as  such,  with  numerous  minor  changes 
and  improvements,  to  the  present  time. 

Although  each  editor  for  the  past  six  years  made  changes  to  meet  the  growing 
requirements  of  the  college,  The  Egyptian  remained  a  four-column  eight-page  paper 
until  1927-28.  In  this  year  the  editor,  realizing  that  a  page  of  four  columns  was  not 
suitable  for  college  purposes  and  did  not  conform  with  any  exchanges  of  the  best 
schools,  decided  to  make  larger  pages  with  five  columns.  This  was  accomplished,  but 
it  was  found  necessary  to  reduce  the  number  of  pages  from  eight  to  six.  The  decrease 
in  number,  however,  was  more  than  taken  care  of  by  the  increase  in  size,  for 
this  vear's  Egyptian  contained  an  average  of  about  eighty-six  inches  more  printing  space 
than  those  of  preceding  years. 

The  change  in  columns  and  size  was  the  most  important  change,  but  there  were 
others  just  as  noticeable.  The  new,  artistic  head  for  the  front  page  was  a  decided 
improvement.  New  columns,  such  as  "Campus  Calendar",  were  created  and  con- 
sidered quite  indispensable  bv  the  student  readers.  Only  standardized  advertisements 
were  accepted,  none  of  which  appeared  on  the  editorial  page. 

The  Egyptian  of  1927-28  was  an  undoubted  success.  It  could  not  have  been 
otherwise.  The  untiring  efforts  of  the  editors,  the  never-ceasing  toil  of  the  staff,  the 
splendid  help  and  patronage  of  the  student  body,  the  loyal  support  and  cooperation  of 
the  faculty — all  these  factors  could  bring  nothing  but  success.

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Zetetic  Literary  Society 

The  name  "Zetetic"  means  "To  see,"  or  "Lovers  of  knowledge."  The  motto 
ot  the  organization  is  "Learn  to  labor  and  to  wait."  The  aim  of  this  particular 
organization  is  to  nourish  the  ideals  which  have  become  an  inheritance,  so  that  future 
Zetetics  may  still  be  proud  of  the  history  of  their  society. 

This  society,  the  oldest  organization  of  S.  I.  N.  U.,  was  founded  in  1874.  When 
the  student  body  petitioned  the  Faculty  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  permission  to 
organize  a  literary  society.  Dr.  Allyn,  the  president,  was  in  favor  of  forming  separate 
societies  for  the  young  men  and  young  women.  Since  the  students  were  opposed  to 
the  separation  of  social  and  literary  life  of  the  school,  a  petition  was  granted  for  a 
society  which  admitted  both  men  and  women  as  members.  Miss  May  Wright  was 
the  first  President  of  the  Zetetic  Society;  Mr.  Hebar  Roberts,  Vice-President;  and  Miss 
N.  E.  Sherman,  Secretary. 

The  first  work  was  begun  in  a  bare  room  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old 
Main  Building.  There  were  no  curtains,  no  seats  except  school  benches,  no  tables, 
and  no  lights  except  a  borrowed  coaloil  lamp.  Each  student  had  to  carry  his  own 
lantern  and  blindlv  grope  his  way  through  the  dark  halls.  By  means  of  entertain- 
ments, the  societv  was  soon  able  to  purchase  furniture. 

The  first  spring  entertainments  consisted  of  the  Zetetic  Journal,  recitations, 
tableaux,  and  original  dialogues.  Now,  the  Spring  Entertainment  is  the  main  event 
of  the  year,  for  the  society  entertainment  consists  of  a  play.  Last  year  the  Society 
produced  the  play  "Craig's  Wife,"  which  the  audience  voiced  to  have  been  the  best 
type  of  play  ever  given  bv  the  organization.

The  purpose  of  the  society  was  to  develop  ability  in  elocution,  dramatic  art,  music, 
debating,  parliamentary  usages,  and  to  enlarge  the  fund  of  general  information. 

Last  fall  term  was  opened  with  a  social  given  by  the  society.  The  old  gym  was 
chosen  for  the  big  event. 

This  has  been  a  profitable  year  for  the  society.  Yearly  every  Friday  night  the 
hall  has  been  filled  to  capacity.  Plays  are  usually  given  on  the  regular  programs. 
Aside  from  these,  the  society  furnished  a  stunt  for  the  Homecoming  parade.  In  the 
Hallowe'en  parade  the  Socratic  joined  with  the  Zetets  in  featuring  old  and  modern 
society. 

Saturday  morning,  November  5,  was  the  Homecoming  reunion  for  all  Socrats.

The  fifth  game,  a  hard-fought  one,  resulted  in  a  victory  for  the  Aggies  at  Jones- 
boro,  14-0.  In  this  game,  penalties  totaling  100  yards  assessed  against  the  Maroons, 
contributed  to  their  defeat.

The  fate  of  S.  I.  N.  U.  and  that  of 

the  city  in  which  it  is  situated  are  in- 
evitably bound  up  together;  the  good  for- 
tune of  one  has  been  that  of  the  other. 

For  this  reason,  the  history  of  the  city 
of  Carbondale,  presented  in  the  following 
pages,  is  a  matter  of  record  which  will 
appeal  to  every  student.  Since  the 
townspeople  have  always  demonstrated 
that  their  interest  is  with  their  college, 
the  pictures  of  outstanding  town  organ- 
izations appear  also.

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History  and  Progress  of  Carbondale 

In  November,  1852,  the  town  of  Carbondale  was  laid  upon  the  line  of  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad,  then  in  course  of  construction.  Col.  Brush,  Asgill  Conner, 
and  Dr.  William  Richart  had  selected  the  site  of  the  town.  Upon  suggestion  of  Col. 
Brush,  not  at  that  time  a  member  of  any  church,  four  lots  were  set  apart  for  the  use 
of  that  number  of  Christian  denominations  that  might  first  desire  to  build  houses  of 
worship  and  these  were  designated  upon  the  plot  "As  reserved  for  churches,"  such 
lots  being  situated  generally  in  each  quarter  of  the  town,  equi-distant  from  its  center, 
the  Public  Square.  The  Presbyterian  church,  being  the  first  church  to  be  erected, 
was  situated  on  the  Southwest  corner  of  the  square.  It  was  beside  it  that  the  "Car- 
bondale College"  was  originated.  In  the  year  1856  Rev.  William  S.  Post  came  as 
a  minister  of  the  church,  and  about  three  years  afterwards  as  superintendent  and 
principal  of  the  Carbondale  College,"  an  educational  institution  started  under  the 
auspices  of  the   Presbytery  of  Alton. 

Things  seemed  to  be  going  splendidly  when  the  great  rebellion  of  the  people  of 
the  South  against  the  national  government  was  inaugurated.  A  call  was  then  made 
for  volunteers  and  a  company  was  formed  in  Carbondale,  pledged  to  three  years'  serv- 
ice. Mr.  Post  continued  his  ministrations  in  connection  with  his  duties  as  Principal 
of  Carbondale  College  until  1862,  when,  being  elected  chaplain  of  a  new  regiment 
then  organized,  he  too  left  the  peaceful  walks  of  life  and  left  for  the  tented  field. 
Russell  Johnson  then  took  charge  of  the  school  in  the  college  building  for  one  year. 


In  1860  the  Methodist  church  appeared.  It  was  located  on  the  Northeast 
corner  of  the  Square.  The  Baptist  society  was  organized  on  October  13,  1861,  in 
the  Crowell  School  house  near  Carbondale,  being  located  on  the  Northwest  corner  of 
the  Square. 

The  Christian  church  was  organized  the  year  1865  through  the  instrumentality 
of  Clark  Braden  and  Isaac  Mulkey.  This  building  stands  near  the  southeast  corner 
of  the  square. 


The  movements  which  directly  led  to  the  act  of  the  legislature  incorporating 
the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  may  be  said  to  have  begun  in  the  Spring 
of  1868.  A  teacher's  institute  was  held  in  the  city  of  Salem,  Marion  County,  and  the 
main  idea  of  the  call  was  a  normal  school  for  Southern  Illinois.  A  meeting  was 
called  to  assemble  at  Carbondale  in  May,  1868.  This  meeting  was  a  very  spirited 
one,  awaking  great  interest  in  Normal  education  throughout  the  region.  The  next 
meeting  was  held  in  Centralia  on  the  first  of  September,  1868.  A  committee  of  out- 
standing men  was  selected  and  they  prepared  a  memorial  to  the  legislature  asking  for 
the  incorporation  and  endowment  of  a  Normal  school  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
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state.  The  appeal  was  successful  and  was  passed  and  approved  by  the  governor  March 
9,  1869.  Bids  were  then  started  for  the  location  of  the  University.  The  competi- 
tion among  the  cities  and  towns  was  spirited.  There  were  eight  towns — Pana, 
Yandalia,  Olney,  Carlyle,  Centralia,  Tamaroa,  Duquoin,  and  Carbondale — among 
the  contesting  points.  After  long  conference,  Carbondale  was  chosen  and  the  site 
purchased. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  the  edifice  by  the  legislature  w.s  only  $75,000, 
while  the  trustees  contracted  for  a  building  to  cost  52 10,000.  The  plans  and  specifi- 
cations were  drawn  up  by  Thomas  Walsh  of  St.  Louis.  The  rest  of  the  amount  was 
thrust  upon  a  responsible  citizen  of  Carbondale,  the  lamented  James  M.  Campbell, 
with  the  help  of  the  rest  of  the  citizens. 

The  work  began  early  in  the  Spring  of  1870  and  progressed  so  rapidly  that 
the  cornerstone  was  laid,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  on  May  20.  Not  less  than 
fifteen  thousand  persons  were  on  the  ground  and  took  part  in  the  great  celebration. 
The  principal  addresses  were  delivered  extempore  by  Dr.  Robert  Allyn  and  President 
Edwards. 

From  the  day  the  cornerstone  was  laid  the  work  was  pushed  forward  with  great 
vigor,  until  it  was  suddenly  and  painfully  arrested  by  the  most  lamentable  disaster. 
A  falling  timber  instantly  killed  the  contractor,  Mr.  Campbell.  His  death  of  course 
terminated  his  contract,  and  the  work  was  at  once  suspended. 

It  was  not  resumed  until  after  the  session  of  the  legislature  of  1871,  the  contract 
being  assumed  by  the  State,  and  three  commissioners  were  appointed,  with  instruc- 
tions to  finish  the  building;  however  the  modified  plans  were  a  little  different  from 
the  original  designs.  The  work  was  at  last  completed,  July  1,  1874.  The  building 
was  of  the   Roman-Gothic  style  of  architecture. 

In  November,  the  trustees  elected  Rev.  Robert  Allyn,  D.D.,  then  president  of 
McKendree  College,  principal  of  the  university.  Dr.  Allyn  proved  himself  a  very 
capable  person   to  hold   this  position. 

A  course  of  study  was  arranged  with  two  purposes  in  view — first,  to  give  a 
strictly  normal  course  of  training  to  fit  teachers  for  the  public  schools,  and  second, 
to  give  examples  of  methods  of  teaching. 

School  progressed  rapidly  until  the  time  that  the  school  burned  in  1883.  This 
was  a  terrible  blow,  but  instead  of  discontinuing  school  until  further  plans  could  be 
made,  buildings  in  town  were  equipped  so  that  school  could  be  kept  in  session.  A  new 
building  was  thus  erected  in  1886,  when  school  took  up  its  duties  as  before. 
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Along  with  the  progress  of  the  schools,  buildings  for  business  were  erected,  new 
churches  were  built,  attractive  residences  were  built,  and  the  town  as  a  whole  pro- 
gressed rapidly.  Carbondale  grew  to  be  one  of  the  largest  modernized  cities  in  South- 
ern Illinois,  with  a  new  water  system,  center  for  the  bus  line,  shirt  factory,  large 
dairy,  a  large  railroad  center,  and  so  on. 

A  large  shoe  factory  is  now  being  constructed.  The  list  of  names  gives  us  an  idea 
of  the  supporters  of  the  shoe  factory.  The  present  population  of  Carbondale  is  8,000 
and  it  is  still  growing  rapidly.

Carbondale  Business  Men's  Association 

The  Carbondale  Business  Men's  Association  enjoys  the  reputation  of  being  one 
of  the  most  alert  and  progressive  civic  organizations  in  Southern  Illinois.  Reorganized 
in  1922,  it  has  since  employed  a  full  time  Secretary  and  has  taken  active  interest  in  all 
community   projects. 

It  has  to  its  credit  many  major  achievements  which  have  aided  materially  in 
keeping  Carbondale  in  the  forefront  among  the  smaller  cities  of  the  state.  During 
the  past  year  it  organized  and  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion  a  campaign  to  raise  a 
bonus  of  $125,000.00  for  the  establishment  of  a  branch  of  the  Menzie  Shoe  Factory. 
This  factory  is  now  housed  in  a  modern  building  250  x  150  feet  and  is  expected  to  give 
employment  to  between  four  and  five  hundred  people. 

The  Association  enjoys  the  confidence  of  Carbondale  citizens  generally  and  has 
been  signally  successful  in  securing  their  co-operation  in  all  community   undertakings.

Rotary  has  spread  to  more  than  thirty  nations  of  the  world  and  its  tenets  are 
known  to  nearly  every  language  at  the  four  corners  of  the  earth.

Inception  of  the  first  Rotary  occurred  in  Chicago  when  Paul  Harris,  lawyer, 
and  two  companions  felt  they  lacked  something  the  heart  craved.  They  held  luncheon 
together.  Each  had  a  different  occupation.  Each  sought  to  serve  and  be  a  companion 
to  his  fellovvman.     Hence  the  birth  of  Rotary. 

"In  all  history  never  a  club  has  died",  said  Jim  Craig,  district  governor  in  organ- 
izing the  club  eight  years  ago.  "Rotary  is  that  something,  that  indefinable  thing,  that 
grips  the  heart  and  makes  man  understand  man.     Just  what  it  really  is,  we  can't  say." 

Aid  to  crippled  children,  boys'  playground  work,  commendation  of  worthy  enter- 
prizes,  protection  of  all  that  contributes  to  the  welfare  of  the  city,  have  been  the  end 
of  Rotary  in  Carbondale. 

During  the  eight  years,  one  member  of  the  Carbondale  Club  has  a  distinction  of 
Southern  Illinois  of  having  not  been  absent  from  any  of  the  regular  weekly  meetings. 
He  is  Joe  F.  McGuire,  a  charter  member  of  the  Club.  R.  E.  Renfro,  also  a  charter 
member,  has  the  next  best  record,  having  missed  but  one  meeting  during  his  eight 
years  of  membership.
